Week  in  Review 


Consult  Poll  Shows  Most  Support  the  Clean  Power  Plan 

Two  new  Morning  Consult  polls  show  that  voters,  Republican  voters  included,  are 

generally  support  the  Clean  Power  Plan,  though  the  rule  had  drawn  fire  from  GOP 
legislators  and  state  governors.  Even  states  that  have  already  complied  with  the  rule, 
or  gone  beyond  what  the  rule  calls  for,  are  launching  legal  assaults. 

EPA’s  Big  Mistake 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  faced  criticism  and  questioning  after  contract 
workers  for  the  agency  accidentally  spilled  toxic  chemicals  into  the  Animas  River  last 
week  while  inspecting  a defunct  mine  in  Colorado.  EPA  halted  ail  field  investigations 
of  abandoned  mines  like  the  one  that  led  to  the  spill.  There  are  around  500  thousand 
abandoned  mines  around  the  country,  and  EPA  has  not  said  how  many  mine 
investigations  it  is  currently  conducting. 

TransCanada  may  be  taking  matters  into  its  own  hands 

It’s  been  a long  engagement  between  TransCanada,  the  company  hoping  to 
build  Keystone  XL,  and  the  U.S.  government.  According  to  a source  involved  with  the 
project,  the  company  decided  this  week  that  it’s  been  too  long.  According  to  the 
source,  the  Canadian  company  is  anticipating  a “no”  decision  from  the  State 

Department. 

But  even  if  the  White  House  does  hand  down  a “no,”  TransCanada  has  options.  The 

company  can  reapply  for  a permit,  as  it  did  after  its  initial  rejection  three  years  ago. 

Or  since  the  Keystone  XL  deal  falls  under  NAFTA,  TransCanada  could  invoke  the 
agreement’s  Chapter  1 1 provision,  claiming  losses  due  to  unfair  treatment  by  the 

J.S.  government.
